Gimmie  Shelter 
from  the 
Danger  Zone

There's  just  something  about  the 
blues.  John  Lee  Hooker  said  that 
whether  you  call  today's  musical  forms 
rock,  jazz,  "heavy  metal,"  soul  or 
disco,  it  all  goes  back  to  the  blues. 

And  that  original  American  art  form 
has  been  very  difficult  to  pin  down. 
For  every  intellectual  urban  sociologist 
who  hears  a  strong  racial  protest,  you 
can  also  find  a  pious  "saved"  person 
who  sincerely  hears  in  the  blues 
anthems  of  defeat  and  disgrace. 

Perhaps  the  music's  range  is  just 
that  wide.  Goodtime  living  for  the 
weekend  music,  yeah  ...  pain  and 
heartache,  yeah  ...  so  damn  mad  I'm 
fit  to  act  the  fool  and  die,  oh  naw! 

A  few  weeks  back,  the  hip  musical 
question  was  "play  that  funky  music 
till  you  die  ...  till  you  die?!!?!"  No, 
that's  not  the  attitude  aimed  at  by  the 
blues.  Rather,  the  blues  is  more  in  line 
with  the  thoughts  of  a  wise  street  poet 
who  once  told  me,  plainly,  "Hey,  little 
brother,  dying  just  ain't  my  bag." 

Likewise,  the  blues  will  never  die. 
It's  about  life  and  living.  Singing, 
dancing,  just  being  in  the  blues  is 
soulful  affirmative  action  toward  the 
goal  of  survival  with  all  of  your  senses 
intact. 

In  fact,  to  move  from  paradigms  to 
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paradiddles,  the  blues  bursts  out  into 
its  vibrant  life  at  Liberty  Hall,  Novem- 
ber 11  -  13,  when  two  of  its  greatest 
sons  beam  down  on  Houston.  Clifton 
Chenier  and  Lightnin'  Hopkins  pro- 
mise to  place  the  space  city  into  ever 
more  thrilling  orbits  that  weekend. 

A  bluesman  whose  biggest  hits  are 
sung  in  French,  Clifton  Chenier  always 
has  the  pots  on.  Living  Blues  magazine 
called  Chenier's  group  America's  No. 
1  R&B  band,  but  that's  not  news.  "In 
terms  of  modern  zydeco  bands, ' '  wrote 
music  critic  Joseph  F.  Lomax,  "there 
is  Clifton  Chenier's  band  and  there  are 
the  others."  Clifton  really  is  in  a  class 
by  himself.  Poet  Tom  Dent  took  one 
listen  to  Chenier  at  the  1974  New 
Orleans  Jazz  &  Heritage  Festival  and 
declared,  simply,  "He's  a  genius." 

Chenier's  music  has  its  roots  in  the 
traditional  zodico  style  of  French- 
speaking  people  in  Louisiana  but  it 
includes  a  lot  of  new-fangled  boogie  as 
well.  Chenier  himself  said  that  he 
provided  the  old  goodtime  music 
"with  new  hinges  ...  so  she  can 
swing."  And  Cliff  swings  harder  than 
the  Cincinatti  Reds! 

The  band  is  called  RED  HOT  and 
their  music  retains  the  best  of  the 
cftaSsic  years  of  Rhythm  &  Blues  (when 
New  Orleans  and  the  Gulf  Coast  ruled 
the    pop    charts    with    hits    by    Fats 


Domino,  Lloyd  Price,  Ernie  K.  Doe, 
Aaron  Neville,  the  Meters,  and  the  list 
goes  on  and  on),  yet  there  is  nothing 
dated  about  the  excitement  they 
produce.  Hot?  Hot  hot.  And  sizzling. 

Lightnin'  Hopkins  produces  excite- 
ment in  another  dimension.  While 
Clifton  Chenier  and  his  partners  will 
arouse  the  spirits  that  govern  the 
body's  electricity,  Lightnin'  has  licks 
that  refreshingly  resurrect  the  mind.  A 
poet  in  the  living  tradition  of  the  Third 
World,  Hopkins  can  be  topical,  quiet, 
witty,  introspective  and  make  you 
want  to  dance  ...  all  in  the  same  song. 

"My  songs,"  Hopkins  once  said, 
"are  practically  all  true  songs.  They 
are  about  something  real  to  my  way  of 
knowing  . . .  that  time  it  was  trouble  up 
home,  or  when  they  got  me  on  the 
country  road  gang,  or  had  to  say 
goodbye  to  some  good  girl,  or  be 
thinking  of  going  to  Galveston  Beach 
—  all  that's  liable  to  come  up  in  my 
songs.  Call  'em  true  songs." 

For  those  of  you  under  the  spell  of 
the  latest  "blues  is  protest"  theory, 
let's  point  out  that  Lightnin'  Hopkins 
works  in  the  tradition  of  the  blues 
singers  as  a  kind  of  collective  voice  of 
the  community.  So  did  the  late  Papa 
Hop  Wilson,  the  great  steel  guitar 
genius  who  played  a  long  stand  at 
Houston's  famous  Hayes  Lounge.  The 
troubles,  suspicions  and  joys  that  the 
blues  speak  of  are  not  personally  the 
singer's  or  anyone  else's  ...  they  are 
possibilities  that  all  poor  black  folks 
realize  are  only  too  dreadfully,  or 
sweetly,  possible  ...  given  the  predic- 
table uncertainty  of  our  everyday  lives. 

In  other  words,  even  in  the  happy 
Creole  French  of  Clifton  Chenier, 
"protest"  is  not  a  strong  enough  word 
to  describe  the  sense  of  the  blues.  For 
those  who  have  grown  up  to  believe 
that  Cronkite  or  Barbara  Walters  are 
"commentators,"  the  truly  collective 
voice  of  the  blues  must  be  somewhat 
shocking. 

For  example,  Lightnin's  most  haun- 
ting song  (recorded  in  the  late  50s  for 
Veejay  Records,  a  black  Chicago 
outfit)  is  "The  Devil  is  Watching 
You": 

The  devil  finish  working 

And  go  home  to  his  wife 

He  hug  and  kiss  and  tell  her 

"I  got  'em  goin'  twice" 

Lord  it's  nothin'  impossible  Lord 

For  the  devil  to  do 
The  lyrics,  like  the  folk-sermons  of 
James  Weldon  Johnson's  God's  Trom- 
bones, testify  to  the  black  man's 
inability  to  conceive  of  abstract  evil. 
Heh  heh  heh.  Or  perhaps,  it  is  just 
everyday  mother  wit  that  informs 
these  lyrics  ...  the  survival  wisdom 
(and  sly  sass)  that  made  its  way  from 


Africa  through  slavery  days  and  is 
dadgum  still  alive  and  well  bespoken 
in  the  works  of  a  great  singer  like 
Lightnin'  Hopkins. 

Another  song  from  the  same  session 
is  called  "War  is  Starting  Again"  and 
was  recorded  in  Houston.  It's  about 
the  Korean  war  and  is  cold-bloodedly 
direct.  "You  know,"  Hopkins  begins, 
"the  world  is  a  shame,  I  hear  they 
fixin'  to  start  a  war  again."  Later,  he 
admits: 

My  girlfriend  got  a  boyfriend  in  the 
Army 
That  fool  gotta  go  overseas 
Now  you  know  I  don't  hate  it  so 
much  now 

It's  just  a  better  break  for  me 
Protest  song?  You  tell  me.  For  my 
money,  the  only  recent  song  that  is 
excruciatingly  subtle  and  plain  is 
Johnny  "Guitar"  Watson's  "Some- 
times You  Don't  Treat  Me  Like  Your 
Man"  (on  Fantasy  Records).  If  you 
understand  these  songs,  you  will  know 
more  about  America  and  the  peculiar 
damands  this  country  makes  on  those 
who  want  to  live  life. 

The  ups  and  downs.  The  chugholes 
in  life's  highway.  Or  farm-to-market 
road,  as  the  mood  strikes  you.  The 
black  man,  as  we  all  know,  is  an  expert 
in  the  sudden  diminishing  of  self- 
image,  and  it  is  no  accident  that  the 
blues,  in  these  sad  days  after  bomb- 
ings assassinations  kidnappings  of 
blonds  resignations  just  before  the 
impeachment  lynchers  find  enough 
rope  4  DEAD  IN  OHIO  Harlem  riots 
Lockheed  scandals  etc  etc  etc  ...  the 
blues  seems  appropriate  to  America's 
sadness.  And  it  is  going  to  be  the 
generator  of  new  joy. 

Ray  Charles  sang  Percy  Mayfield's 
"Danger  Zone"   (a  song  inspired  by 
the  Eisenhower  years  of  "cold  war" 
and    pre-Kissinger     chip-on-shoulder 
diplomacy)    with    ghastly    whoops; 
shrieks  and  diminuendos: 
Sometimes    I  sit  here 
in  this  chair 
and  I  wonder  ... 

[Raelets,    in    gospelchoir   holler:    I 
wonderrrrrr!) 

The  danger  zone  is  everywhere! 
And  you  better  believe,  even  now,  it 
still  is.  We  live  in  the  day  that  the 
prophets  spoke  of,  the  day  when  there 
is  no  rock  under  which  to  hide.  The 
only  shelter  is  the  truth.  Truth, 
disguised  as  music,  is  what  people  like 
Lightnin'  Hopkins  and  Clifton  Chenier 
deal  in.  Find  shelter  there. 

I  can't  see  any  way  you  can  lose.  An 
evening  with  the  master  poet  and  the 
swamp  boss  master  magician,  both 
and  all  to  home  in  Houston  in  the 
comfy  confines  of  old  Liberty  H^ll. 

Sounds  good  to  me.  I'll  be  there  with 
you,  cher. 
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Radio  in  a  Pressure  Cooker

The  irony  of  it  was  clear.  Fourteen 
people  declaring  themselves  to  be  a 
radio  station  and  shutting  everybody 
else  out  was  the  very  opposite  of  what 
community  radio  was  supposed  to 
mean.  Community  radio  means  open 
doors,  open  microphones,  and  open 
minds. 

And  there  we  were  locking  the 
doors,  monopolizing  the  microphones, 
and  shutting  ourselves  inside  our  own 
minds.  Radio  onanism  at  its  very 
worst.  To  try  to  picture  what  our 
listener-sponsors  might  have  thought 
of  us  during  that  time  was  a  frighten- 
ing task. 

And  yet  I  think  it  worked.  Not  just  in 
financial  terms,  but  dramatically  and 
metaphysically  as  well.  I  am  here  to 
tell  you  why  I  think  it  worked,  and 
what  it  was  really  like  inside  419 
Lovett  Boulevard  for  those  16  days 
with  the  Pacific  14  ...  13  ...  12. 

Of  course,  I  only  got  a  piece  of  it, 
just  like  anybody  else.  Being  on  the 
morning  shift,  I  didn't  see  the  2  a.m. 
gay  dance  party  or  the  night  Lucinda 
made  the  police  think  there  was  a 
church  service  going  on  here  by 
singing  Amazing  Grace  a  capella  in  the 
front  yard. 

But  I  was  there  as  the  morning 
people  passed  by  with  money  on  their 
way  to  work.  I  hoisted  breakfast  gifts 
up  in  the  basket  and  was  there  to 
watch  the  outside  and  the  inside  wake 
up:  there  to  ponder  the  growing 
differences  between  them. 

My  perception  is  that  as  the  days 
progressed,  the  Pacifica  12  lost  more 
and  more  of  their  connections  with 
ordinary  reality  and  retreated  into  a 
growing  parasitic  relationship  with  the 
energies  outside  the  building.  We 
came  increasingly  to  be  influenced  in 
some  strange  way  by  the  imaginings  of 
our  listeners,  and  our  individual  inner 
resources  were  not  equal  to  the 
dreams  we  became  a  part  of.  We  were 
pulled  through  by  our  ability  to  form  a 
group  in  which  all  parts  functioned  and 
by  the  energies  that  we  somehow 
tapped  from  the  outside. 

Inside  the  building,  the  mundane 
reality  of  the  lockup  took  on  some 
absurd  aspects.  There  is  nothing  at  all 
romantic  about  sleeping  bags  all  over 
the  equipment,  a  perpetually  grubby 
kitchen.having  to  stand  in  line  just  to 
use  the  window  to  talk  with  someone 
outside,  stepping  over  sleeping  bodies 
to  get  at  a  piece  of  needed  equipment, 
or  always  dealing  with  the  same  11 
tired  bored  faces. 

To  the  outside,  however,  there  must 
have  been  a  romance  in  the  image  of 
the  event,  created  by  the  very  situa- 
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tion.  It  was  kind  of  like  an  old- 
fashioned  peeo  show,  which  was  made 
enticing  by  what  it  did  not  show,  but 
merely  suggested. 

Inside,  we  became  a  working  unit 
with  surprising  speed,  all  12  of  us  soon 
becoming  masters  of  illusion,  peep- 
show  hucksters,  radio  magicians. 
After  all,  what  else  was  there  to  do  but 
go  out  the  window,  do  amazing  radio, 
or  go  crazy?  And  which  one  of  us  could 
have  stood  the  embarrassment  of 
letting  loose  in  front  of  11  people  in 
such  intimate  circumstances? 

They  say  that  people  in  mental 
hospitgals  see  their  situation  as 
normal,  adapting  of  necessity  to 
occasional  or  incessant  outbursts. 
Maybe  we  were  all  crazy  and  didn't 
know  it.  At  any  rate,  I  feel  that  the 
perceptions  of  the  12  in  these  con- 
tracted surroundings  came  to  have  less 
and  less  connection  with  any  objective 
reality  and  that  each  of  us  was  forced 
to  journey  into  deep  inner  regions  and 
tap  collective  resources. 

I  have  long  felt  that  the  basic 
element  transmitted  through  radio  is 
sexual.  Completely  omni-sexual 
communication,  taking  place  one-to- 
one,  whether  male-to-male,  female-to- 
female,  female-to-male,  or  male-to- 
female.  But  perhaps  this  is  because  of 
my  own  tantric  orientation  towards 
metaphysics.  Maybe  a  better  word  for 
the  kind  of  communication  I  am  talking 
about  is  magical. 

Radio  magic.  That  mythic  quality, 
which  moves  somehow  over  the  aether 
from  somewhere  inside  me  to  some- 
where inside  you,  and  back  to  me.  I 
perceive  this  sexually,  as  a  kind  of 
tingle.  Regardless  of  the  amount  of 
self-indulgence  reflected  on  the  air 
by  the  12  (and  how  many  hours  of  bad 
radio  were  clocked  during  those  16 
days),  I  feel  that  there  was  present  at 
that  time  a  very  generous  helping  of 
this  radio  magic  and  that  the  very 
moments  found  most  boring  and 
absurd  by  some  listeners  were  the 
most  magical  to  others:  no  two 
impressions  the  same.  It  took  the 
unique  individual  abilities  of  each  of  us 
working  together  to  make  it  happen. 
We  felt  well-prepared  when  we  locked 
the  door,  all  on  our  best  behavior, 
ready  to  subordinate  our  personal 
needs,  desires,  and  indulgences  to  the 
difficult  task  ahead.  We  were  kind  of 
brisk  and  businesslike  about  it.  This 
was  a  publicity  stunt,  and  we  were  all 
going  to  be  scrutinized  very  closely  by 


a  lot  of  new  people.  We  knew  we  had 
to  keep  our  act  together. 

We  were  full  of  bluff  as  well.  None 
of  us  were  too  willing  to  think  about 
what  might  happen  if  it  didn't  work. 
We  were  all  being  very  nice  and  polite 
to  one  another. 

The  instant  the  barricades  went  up, 
all  space  inside  the  building  became 
territory.  Each  person  claimed  his  or 
her  room  or  nook,  and  within  a  few 
days  the  psychological  borders  became 
very  real.  If  a  person's  space  was 
invaded  without  the  proper  passwords 
and  gestures,  behavior  changes  took 
place  at  once. 

None  of  us  expected  this  to  go  on  for 
as  long  as  it  did.  We  expected  to  be 
publicized  as  news  and  to  be  able  to 
squeeze  enough  sympathy  money  from 
new  listeners  attracted  by  the  situation 
to   get   out   within   a   few   days. 

We  began  with  a  very  energetic 
approach  to  programming.  It  seemed 
to  best  reflect  the  positive  feeling  we 
had  about  the  event  and  to  be  an 
effective  dramatization  of  the  rebellion 
we  had  brought  about. 

A  ferocious  pace  was  set  on  the  air. 
Tons  of  energy  poured  out.  The  magic 
flowed  freely,  and  the  activities  in  the 
front  yard  (actually  a  parking  lot) 
reflected  the  magic.  Out  at  the  street 
microphone,  which  remained  available 
to  the  public  throughout  the  lockup, 
speeches  were  made,  pickets 
marched,  people  danced,  stout  souls 
kept  us  company  through  the  long 
hours  of  the  night. 

But  the  TV  cameras  and  reporters 
never  showed  up.  By  the  time  the 
media  decided  that  the  siege  of  the 
Pacifica  12  was  news,  the  high-energy 
phase  of  the  lockup  had  become 
ancient  history. 

I  guess  the  high  energy  flowed  for 
about  five  days.  It  was  a  lovely  party, 
and  it  was  a  very  intense  experience. 
The  14  people  locked  in  the  station 
spent  every  waking  hour  either  work- 
ing on  programming  or  listening  to  it. 
Things  moved  along  very  fast. 

Two  of  the  14  left,  for  reasons  which 
in  each  case  are  unclear  to  me.  Both 
departures  took  place  late  at  night, 
just  as  night  began  to  turn  to  day.  The 
loss  of  those  two  people  both  hurt  and 
helped  us. 

The  high-energy  stage  was  slowly 
replaced  by  a  more  sober  mood,  and 
most  of  us  went  through  a  stage  of 
withdrawal  into  personal  space.  Some, 
like  Vanessa,  Rogers,  Tony,  c.nd  Vic. 
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were  lucky  enough  to  have  rooms  of 
their  own.  Others,  like  Theo,  Jack,  and 
Birdie,  were  nomadic,  occupying 
spaces  whose  functions  changed, 
while  Bob,  Ted,  and  myself  all  slept  in 
the  same  room.  Larry  Foster  withdrew 
into  a  television  set.  Curtiss  started 
out  sharing  a  room,  but  the  other 
person  went  out  the  window  one  night. 
As  time  went  on,  however,  the 
pressure  of  work  waiting  to  be  done 
proved  to  be  too  much  of  a  restriction 
on  the  hours  of  privacy,  and  with- 
drawal turned  out  not  to  be  a  valid 
escape. 

Within  a  few  days  after  we  locked 
the  doors,  we  had  all  settled  into  roles 
which  we  maintained  for  the  duration. 
Our  expectgations  of  one  another 
hardened  until  they  were  identical 
with  our  perceptions.  In  a  sense  we 
established  a  rigid  game  pattern  for 
dealing  with  one  another  in  such  close 
quarters,  got  stuck  in  it,  and  were 
afraid  to  break  the  pattern. 

All  of  this  had  the  potential  to  bring 
forth  incredibly  stultifying,  dull, 
neurotic  radio.  Given  another  few  day, 
it  probably  would  have. 

Mine  was  the  Fellini  hour.  Fellini's 
La  Dolce  Vita  is  a  succession  of 
incredibly  mad  parties  suddenly  dis- 
covering the  dawn  and  the  loss  of 
illusion.  Yet  it  is  the  grayness  of  the 
morning  light  that  provides  the  back- 
ground against  which  to  see  the  wild 
colors  of  the  night's  party  madness. 

The  beauty  of  the  awakening  city 
and  the  turning  of  minds  to  the  very 
mundane  tasks  immediately  ahead 
seem  to  me  to  be  the  very  grit  of  the 
Houstonian-human-american  problem 
which  Pacifica  radio  should  be  helping 
people  to  solve.  Which  people  should 
be  helping  Pacifica  radio  to  solve. 
The  fast,  or  hunger  strike,  started  48 
hours  into  the  lockup,  on  Oct.  1.  The 
idea  was  to  put  some  teeth  into  the 
demonstration  by  putting  human 
bodies  into  the  crunch.  In  these  times, 
such  bloodthirsty  practices  still  seem 
necessary  to  capture  public  attention. 
After    10    days    of    fasting,    the    TV 


cameras  showed  up  at  last.  Four  days 
after  that,  we  were  out. 

Not  everybody  fasted.  At  one  time 
or  another,  seven  members  of  the  12 
went  without  food,  and  at  least  seven 
people  on  the  outside  also  fasted.  Of 
those  inside,  Bob  Rogers,  Birdie 
Kypke.  Jack  Cheez,  and  Larry  Foster 
fasted  the  longest. 

But  there  were  times  when  all  of  us 
went  without  a  meal.  All  of  the  food 
was  coming  up  in  the  basket,  you  see, 
and  the  public  mind  evidently  got  the 
impression  that  all  of  us  were  going 
without  food.  So  sometimes  no  food 
would  show  up  in  the  basket. 

By  and  large,  however,  support 
from  the  outside  was  quite  generous 
enough  to  provide  for  the  needs  of  the 
eaters. 

As  time  went  on,  the  fasters 
experienced  changes  in  the  qualities  of 
their  energies.  Their  hours  of  sleep 
became  longer.  They  would  find 
themselves  stronger  or  weaker  than 
expected  at  irregular  times.  The  very 
texture  of  their  thoughts  seemed 
different.  Behavioral  space  within  the 
station  began  to  change,  with  the 
eaters  and  non-eaters  tending  to 
cluster  with  their  own  kind. 

By  this  time,  I  suspect  that  by 
outside  standards  we  were  all  quite 
mad.  A  group  mind,  perhaps  even  a 
group  organism,  began  to  manifest. 
The  eaters  found  themselves  being  the 
hands  of  the  creature,  the  non-eaters 
the  head.  The  vital  channels  of  the 
station  became  charged  with  signifi- 
cance. The  mail  slot,  the  basket,  the 
street  microphone,  all  came  to  have 
auras.  One  night  a  very  stoned  woman 
wandered  in  the  back  door  and  was 
summarily  expelled  after  slipping  by 
four  stunned  people. 

Symbolically,  the  lockup  was  a  very 
heavy  event.  In  fact,  the  very  essence 
of  a  problem  which  has  plagued  the 
station  through  its  entire  six  years  of 
existence  was  personified  — in-group- 
ism.  Here  we  had  an  in-group  that  was 
as  in  as  it  could  possibly  be,  and  these 
people   had   posession   of  the   entire 
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The  unique  two-piece  monophonic  FM  radio  you  see  here  can  produce  more  music  with  less 
machinery  than  any  other  electronic-whatever  we  know  of.  The  Advent  FM  Radio  lets 
you  bring  amazingly  rich,  detailed,  wide-range,  and  thoroughly  realistic  musical  sound  into 
all  kinds  of  places— Iwdrooms,  dorm  rooms,  kitchens,  dens,  offices,  stores,  where-have-you— 
where  you  spend  a  lot  of  your  life,  hut  where  a  component  audio  system  would  l>e  too  elaho- 
rate  or  expensive  to  have  around.  Besides  l>eing  an  FM  Radio  of  superh  quality,  which  will 
get  as  many  stations  clearly  and  noise-free  as  component  tuners  and  receivers  of  many  times 
its  cast,  it  is  also  a  miniature  mono  sound  system  into  which  you  can  plug  a  cassette  or  other 
tape  machine  to  record  and  play  hack.  Its  two-piece  design  lets  you  put  the  control  unit 
wherever  it's  easiest  to  use  and  the  speaker  where  it  sounds  l>est.  The  control  unit  really  fits, 
and  the  speaker  also  is  small  enough  to  go  just  al)out  anywhere,  in  or  out  of  sight.  All  these 
words  won't  suhstitute  for  hearing 
the  kind  and  amount  of  sound  this 
radio  can  produce.  And  living  with 
it  will  convince  you  that  the  Advent 
FM  Radio,  at  $125,  is  one  of  the  best 
bargains  you've  ever  seen  and  heard. 
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radio  station.  It  was  obviously  the 
perfect  time  for  an  exorcism. 

The  manifestations  were  there 
aplenty.  A  woman  carrying  a  large 
staff  spent  several  hours  one  morning 
genuflecting  on  the  esplanade  in  front 
of  the  building.  A  knot  of  people  one 
night  huddled  around  the  outside 
microphone  creating  the  impression  of 
dawn  in  a  Welsh  village.  A  group  of 
Stanford  Street  hustlers  took  up  occu- 
pancy in  tents  in  the  back  yard.  Walter 
Scott  brought  his  strange  assassin's 
vibes  to  the  front  steps.  Knots  of 
staffers  gathered  in  the  tent  outside 
the  control  room  window. 

Only  time  will  tell  for  sure,  because 
the  process  would  be  organic,  but  I 
suspect  that  in-groupism  may  have 
been  purged  from  KPFT  during  the 
lock-up.  Perhaps  we  ran  it  perma- 
nently into  the  ground  and  grounded  it 
out. 

The  lock-up  was  a  political  act.  It 
was  a  way  of  getting  results  by  doing 
something  as  a  group.  And  it  did  work. 
We  got  the  money  ihat  we  demanded, 
somehow.  I  feel  that  the  money  came 


in  because  of  energy  coming  in  from 
outside,  transmuted  by  the  12  of  us, 
and  transmitted  back  out  from  the 
locked,  peep-show  box. 

In  addition,  it  was  the  work  of  the 
people  outside  that  rescued  us.  We 
were  in  a  bind.  It  would  have  taken  at 
least  another  two  weeks  of  money 
coming  in  at  the  rate  it  was  for  us  to 
reach  our  pro-rated  goal,  growing  as  it 
was  by  400  dollars  a  day. 

Another  two  weeks  of  the  lock-up 
would  have  debased  the  air  sound  to 
such  a  personal  level  that  the  beauti- 
ful, umbilical  connection  between  the 
audience  and  the  staff  would  have 
been  broken,  perhaps  unforgivably  so. 

The  people  on  the  outside  provided 
the  surges  of  energy  which  put  the 
magic  into  the  programming,  and  they 
provided  the  final  theater  — Marsha 
Carter,  Johanna  Eurich,  Frank  Cargo, 
the  bagpiper,  the  Montrose  Marching 
Band  — which  tipped  the  balance  from 
inside  to  outside.  I  am  very  grateful  for 
all  of  the  extra  effort  put  in  from 
outside,  which  transmuted  a  failure 
into  a  success. 
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Flowers  don't  have  them.  Birds  don't  have  them.  Natural  foods 
don't  have  therrt.  This  strange  man-made  phenomenon  of  food 
additives  is  rapidly  being  uncovered  as  unhealthy  and 
unnecessary.  This  is  something  health  food  advocates  have 
known  for  years  and  we  at  A  MOVEABLE  FEAST  have  been 
practicing  "No  Preservatives  —  No  Artificial  Colors"  since  our 
beginning.  So  come  on  in  and  shop.  Or  feel  free  to  visit  and  ask 
questions.  It's  only  natural.

Chicano  Literature

In  recent  years  the  emerging  literature 
of  the  Third  World  has  received  a  certain 
amount  of  well-intentioned  attention, 
though  some  of  the  attention  has  been 
merely  that 

Well-intentioned,  we  trust. 

More  often  it  has  been  corny,  dis- 
honest, and  dangerously  co-optive. 

But  this  past  April,  the  Co-ordinating 
Council  of  Literary  Magazines  (CCLM) 
presented  the  first  major  "for  real" 
symposium  on  Chicano  Literature  at  the 
University  of  Colorado  in  Boulder.  And 
KPFT/Pacifica  FM  90  was  there. 

Rudolfo  Anaya,  a  board  member  of 
CCLM  and  author  of  the  classic  Chicano 
best-seller  BLESS  ME,  ULTIMA  (1971), 
chaired  a  panel  that  included  several 
prominent  figures  in  the  field  of  Mexi- 
can-American literature  and  politics. 

Rodolfo  "Corky"  Gonzales,  poet  and 
well-known  political  activist  (he's  chair- 
man of  Denver's  Crusade  for  Justice), 
spoke  eloquently  on  literature  and  its 
connections  to  "the  real  world"  tha  the 
people  face  every  day.  A  former  boxing 


champion,  Gonzales  in  one  of  the  major 
figures  in  the  growing  Chicano  move- 
ment. An  hombre  muy  macho  with  real 
power  and  the  strength  of  understanding 
and  concern  for  the  people 

Other  symposium  participants  in- 
cluded poet  Arturo  "Bones"  Rodriguez, 
Jesus  Luna,  director  of  Mexican-Ameri- 
can Studies  at  the  University  of  Colo- 
rado, and  Kris  Gutierrez,  who  directs 
Equal  Opportunity  programs  there 

The  symposium,  which  is  in  English, 
was  recorded  for  KPFT  by  Leonard 
Madrid  on  April  6,  1976,  at  the 
University  of  Colorado.  Entitled  "200 
Years  of  Solitude,"  the  program  will  be 
broadcast  Saturday,  Nov.  13  at  5  p.m. 
following  "Mosaico  Musical." 

CCLM,  supported  by  the  National 
Endowment  for  the  Arts  and  private 
foundations,  gives  grants  to  literary 
magazines  and  small  publishers.  The 
organization  will  be  holding  its  fall 
regional  meeting  at  the  University  of 
Texas  in  Austin,  Nov.  11-14.  The  Austin 
conferenced  features  a  panel  discussion 
on  women's  literature  and  will  be 
broadcast  by  KPFT  in  December.
